EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—We 
tune in Robert Montgomery's 
television drama most every 
Monday night 'because it of- 
fers the prospect of some 
high-quality drama performed 
by a capable cast. One can 
ask no more these days. 


Last night's opus was entitled 


"Remote." It was quite cleverly 
done, with the viewer taken back- 
stage to see television crews cover- 
ing a murder trial. It simulated an 
on-the-spot telecast of a trial, de- 
picting very well the feverish an- 
nouncers and production men in 
energetic pursuit of all who would 
talk and be seen. Several curious 
female bystanders got their faces 
into the line of the cameras, too. 
* * * 


What the play attempted to do 


was get in a heavy plug for 
courtroom coverage by television 
cameras. As you have noticed, 
the television monstrosity has 
been in disrepute of late, beinfc 
barred from most of the court- 
rooms and congressional pro- 
ceedings. This latter happen- 
stance Is an off-shoot, more or 
less, 
of 
the 
McCarthy-Army 


hearings when television took the 
rap for some of the things that 
occurred. 
"Remote" attempted to show 
and not too well) that public in- 
terest in court hearings sometimes 
can react in the favor of pure jus- 
tice. 


In the case of "Remote," just as 


th« innocent lawyer was about to 
taka th» rap for the murder of his 
secretary, a witness, watching 
television in his hotel room, saw 
the turn of events and arrived in 
the courtroom in time to tell the 
truth, the whole truth, s'help him, 
and save the defendant from a 
gallows fate. * • * 


We bring up ttiis subject, be- 


cause the public will become 
aware very shortly of the tense 
battle for television coverage of 
just a b o u t 
everything 
that 


moves. The legal profession, lor 
instance, is taking potshots at 
television, and. as a secondary 
opponent, the press. 
Bar associations, for example, 


are laboring over various "codes" 
to govern coverage of court pro- 
ceedings by television, press and 
newsreel cameras. 


Naturally, television, the press, 


et al, are reacting vigorously to 
some of the comments concerning 
"pre-trial" reporting, conduct in 
courtrooms and the alleged dis- 
couragement of "fair" trials. 
* • * 


If you are inclined, you can get 


into a fine argument about all this. 
If you don't believe us. just consult 
the next lawyer-friend you meet. 


And while you're about it, ask 


him if he can truthfully say that 
press or television coverage ever 
resulted in a miscarriage of jus- 
tice.

opinion, but to stimulate interest 
in the Nov. 2 general election and 
indicate possible voter trends.

WASHINGTON (,?)—The government reported today that the nation's 


living costs declined three-tenths of one per cent in September to the 
lowest level since last April. 


The Labor Department's Bureau 


of Labor Statistics said its Con- 
sumer Price Index dipped to 114.7 
per cent of the 1947-49 average. 
The decline was attributed largely 
to lower prices for most foods, 
primarily fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, coffee and eggs. 


The September Index compares 


with last April's 114.6, May's lis.o, 
June's 115.1, July's 115.2 and Au- 
gust's 115.0. 


The September living cost meas- 


urement is lour-tenths of one per 
cent lower than a year ago, and 
six-tenths of i per rent below the

Hagerty said Eisenhower dis-

He said the requests for 
the vote getting swing- came from 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee and other Republican leaders. 


Hagerty said Eisenhower's prin- 


cipal purpose—if he decides to 
make the trip—would be to "get 
out the vote."

Report Corn Belt Livestock 
Feeding Has Leveled Off

Cattl« fe«ding in the Corn Belt 


seems to have leveled off and is 
continuing at about the same rate 
as in the past two years. This con- 
clusion is based on a recent survey 
and report by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. The report covered 
the three leading cattle-feeding 
states in the Corn Belt—Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Bliaois- and the state 
of California. 


On Oct. 1 farmers in the three 


Corn Belt states were feeding 1,- 
305,000 head of cattle This num- 
ber is 3 per cent less than were 
reported on feed a year ago, but ! 
it is 1 per cent more than were 
being fed two years ago. 


State Figures 


As usual Iowa leads in cattle ' 


feeding. State totals for cattle on 
feed were Iowa, 638.000: Nebraska, 
341.000: and Illinois, 326.000. 


Compare with last year. Nebras- 


ka farmers are feeding 4 per cent 
more cattle; Illinois farmers, 2 
per cent more; and Iowa farmers, 
S per cent less. The Iowa feeders 
are cutting back a little after a 
large increase last year. 


Average weights of cattle on feed 


Oct. 1 were about the same as a 
year earlier. There were fewer cat- 
tle of each weight group on feed 
this year than a year ago. The 
largest percentage reduction was in

pounds. Only 6,000 of these heavy 
cattle were on feed Oct. 1 com- 
pared with 13.000 a year ago. 


Kinds On Feed 


Compared with a year ago, farm- 


ers in the three Corn Belt states 
are feeding slightly more calves, 
but fewer steer* and heifers. Calv- 
es on feed numbered 53,000 head, 
up 7,000 head; steers 950,000 head, 
down 17.000 head; and heifers 291,- 
000 head, down 30,000 head. 


Compared with last year, farm- 


ers on Oct. l had more cattle that 
had been on feed three to six 
months, but fewer that had been 
on feed longer or shorter periods. 
Cattle on feed three to six months 
numebered 243,000 head, up 23 per 
cent; fewer than three months 
578,000 head, down 5 per cent; and 
more than six months 484,000 head, 
down 10 per cent. 


Compared with last year, fann- 


ers intend to market fewer fed cat- 
tle before Jan. 1 and more after 
that date. Intended marketings 
were as follows: for October 342,- 
000 head,.down 15 per cent; for 
November 286,000 head, down 4 
per cent; for December 284 000 
head, down 6 per cent; and after 
January 1, 393,000 head, up 22 per 
cent. 


Cattle feeding in California is 


continuing the strong uptrend of 
recent years. Numbers on feed 
there on Oct. 1 were officially esti- 
mated at 433.000 head. This" num- 
ber is 41 per cent more than were 
being fed a year before and it is 
equal to about one-third of the 


total being fed In the three lead- 
ing Corn Belt states. Most of the 
cattle fed in California are handled 
on a short-feed basia. being fed 
for only 60 to 120 days before being 
marketed.

• ifornia numbered 1,738,000 head, 5 
per cent more than were being fed 


j a year ago.

Clyde Linsley, extension agrono- 


mist at the University of Illinois 
Colleg of Agriculture, says that 
USDA specialists expect supplies 
of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash available for use as ferti- 
lizer during 1954-55 to exceed the 
1933-54 supply by about 5 per cent. 


The estimated 2 2 million tons of 


nitrogen will represent an increase 
of about 8 9 per cent over the 2 02 


1 million tons reported for 1953 and 
1954. Solid nitrogen materials (diy 
nitrogen) aie expected to make up 
about 55 per cent of the total sup- 
ply, 
and solution and liquid ma- 


terials (wet nitrogen) about 45 per 
cent 


The supply of phosphorus (phos- 


phoric oxide) is expected to about 
equal the 1953-54 figure, but the in- 
dustry has the capacity to increase 
this tonnage of the demand should 
be greater. 


The supply of potash (potassium 


oxide) is estimated at 1 97 million 
tons, an increase of about 7.6 per 
cent over the tonnage available in 
1953-54.

Farmers who have learned from 


experience know that such an ac- 
cident costs several hundred dol- 
lars in doctor and hospital bills, 
and even more if they want an arti- 
ficial hand or hook to "fill in" for 
the missing hand. And while they're 
laid up. they have to hire extra 
help to do their farm work 


The price is so high. Bowers 


says, that it s hard to see why so 
many farmeis pay it each year. 
Probably the biggest reason is that 
they have taken chances before 
and not had to pay.

Clipped Coivs 
Produce Higher 
Quality Milk 


URBANA—It will take less labor 


to keep your dairy cows clean and 
be a lot easier to produce high- 
quality milk if you clip the cows 
before bringing them into the barn 
this winter. 


Clipping the flanks, tail and ud- 


der saves work in preparing cows 
for milking. It may also reduce the 
sediment in milk and help to lower 
the bacteria count. 


Leo R. Fryman, extension dairy- 


man at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, lists these 
five steps for clipping a dairy 
cow: 


1. Clip the tail and bob the switch 


so that it clears the ground about 
four inches. Clip the tail head and 
area around the base of the tail. 


2. Clip the entire surface of the 


udder. 


3. Next clip the belly and hocks 


Then make a "mark line" from the 
navel to the thurl on both sides. 
Do this by holding the clippers on 
edge, with the bottom blade toward 
the cow's head. 


4. Clip the flanks and thighs by 


running the clippers up from the 
hock to the "mark line." 


5. Clip up the backbone to help 


control lice. 


Clipping is not a substitute for 


washing the cow's udder before 
milking. Even when cows are neat- 
ly clipped, the udder and teats 
should still be washed carefully 
with water and a chlorine solution 
before putting on the milking ma- 
chine. Washing not only helps to 
produce clea"n milk, but stimulates 
"let-down" so that the cow can be 
milked faster.

If you are taking better care 


of your eggs and selling them on 
a graded basis as a means of 
increasing your egg profits, 
plan to confine your flock.

When housing is ade- 
quate, confined flocks are also 
more profitable for other rea- 
sons. 


Vets Report 
Smut in Corn 
Isn't a Danger 


URBANA—Smut in cornfields is 


not a senous threat to livestock 
lealth, according to Dr. R. P. 
Jink of the College of Veterinary 
Medicine at the University of Illi- 
nois 


The college has recently receiv- 


ed a number of inquiries about the 
danger to cattle and hogs running 
in cornfields that are heavily in- 
tested with smut 


Dr Link points out than an ani- 


mal fed on a diet of smutty corn 
will probably suffer from a diges- 
tive upset, but such a condition 
will rarely occur in a field where 
animals have a choice of materials 
to eat. 


Results of several feeding exper- 


ments do not seem to indicate that 
smut is poisonous. Putting smut- 
infested corn in a silo will not 
make It poisonous, Dr. Link says. 


Dr. Link does, however, advise 


caution in pasturing horses in 
stalk fields A disease known as 
cornstalk disease, which seems to 
be correlated with the drought con- 
ditions that occurred in a large 
part of the state this past summer, 
may affect horses. 


So-called cornstalk disease in 


cattle may be a form of hemor- 
rhagic septicemia. Prompt remov- 
al of animals from the stalk fields 
and appropriate vaccination and 
reatment by a local veterinarian 
vill checks losses if this disease 
occurs.

Two facts make it dangerous to 


try to clean stalks out of a picker 
when its running: First, it takes 
you nearly half a second to let go 
of a stalk after you see it's going 
through the snapping rolls. 


And when you multiply that time 


by the speed of the rolls—they'll 
pull in seven feet of stalks per 
second—you have a result that can 
J^pel! injury or death. Even if you 
grab the stalk at the end. you're 
still taking a big chance. The solu- 
tion is to shut the picker off. If the 
picker clogs so often that is isn't 
'practical, better find out whether 


I the picker's to blame.

Experts Study 
Picker-Sheller 


URBANA — The newest method 


of harvesting com is under inten. 
sive study this fall by a team of 
researchers from the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 


They are studying the operations 


of 100 farmers who use field pick- 
er-shellers, and dry and store 
shelled corn. They want to find out 
how profitable the operation is, 
how much it costs, how efficient it 
is, how the machines are being 
used, how the shelled corn is being 
handled and how practical th« 
method will be for other farmers. 


A report will be available well 


ahead of the 1955 harvest. 


On the team are John Wills, 


farm economist, and George Pick- 
ard and Deane Carter, farm en- 
gineers. They visited the 100 farms 
before harvest. And during the 
harvest season they are revisiting 
30 farmers for as long as a day 
each to study such things as field 
losses from shelling, time it takes 
to do the job and efficiency of 
operation. 


Although 
picker-shellers have 


been on the market for several 
years, they are not used widely, 
and this is the first comprehen- 
sive study to be made of them. 
Researcners see at least four ad- 
vantages to picker-sheller dryer op- 
erations : 


You can pick corn early If you 


dry it artificially and thus avoid 
some field loss from snow,and rain. 


You can sell it sarher and hav« 


it meet moisture requirements for 
No. 2 corn. 


You can cut down on storage loss 


because it's easier to rat-proof a 
shelled-corn bin than an ear-corn 
bin. 


And, 
finally, if you need mor« 


storage, it's cheaper to build it for 
shelled corn than for ear corn. 


One big question still to be an- 


swered, according to Wills, is how 
.o dry the corn. You can speed up 
drying by using more heat, but if- 
the temperature is- too high the 
corn will be damaged to a certain 
extent for milling. Some mills, he 
says, won't buy farm-dried corn.

If H-Bomb 
Hits, Count 
Up to Five

CINCINNATI i*)—Here's an A- 


bomb or H-bomb survival tip: 


If you see or sense a sudden 


brilliant or blinding- flash of light- 
duck and count slowly to five. 


If you reach five, you have sur- 


rived. Then take stock. If you have 
the customary number of fingers, 
legs and other body parts, if you 
can hear, and aren't bleeding bad- 
ly anywhere or bleeding from the 
nc*« or ears, you probably have 
nothing to worry about.

It will mean you haven't been 


hit at all, or significantly, by the 
three 
killers in 
thermonuclear 


weapons. The three are radiation— 
including X-rays and neutrons — 
heat or fire, an dthe blast wave. 
The blast wave itself, and objects 
like bricks, stones and glass sent 
flying by the blast, could be lethal. 


Counting off the five seconds will 


mean you were at least a mile 
from the heart or center of the 
atomic bomb. It takes five seconds 
for the sound or blast waves to 
travel a mile. And at a mile dis- 
tance, you probably won't get any 
significant amount of radiation. 


This rough formula was given 


today by Col. Harvey C. Slocum at 
the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Society of Anesthesiologists. 
Slocum is professional consultant 
in anethesiology to the surgeon 
general, and chief of anesthesiol- 
ogy and operative service of Walter 
Reed Army Hospital, Washington, 
D. C. 


All Bombs 


It applies to A-bombs such as 


exploded over Japan and can ap- 
ply to H-bombs too. For much of 
the deadly effects of all these 
bombs go straight up in the air. or 
could miss you by hop-scotching 
over you if you had ducked soon 
enough, or have ducked behind suf- 
ficient protection, he said. 


Slocum mentioned the formula 


in saying that if a nuclear bomb- 
ing catastrophe occurred, anesthes- 
iologists could and should have 
special lifesaving jobs to perform.

Taxes, Spending Increases at 


Local Government Level 


Uncle Sam isn't quite as free-handed a customer of busi- 


nessmen this year. But state and local governments are 
shelling out more than ever for a growing share of the na- 
tion's output of goods and services. It tots up to a tidy sum. 


Take out what Washington spends for present and past 


defense, and the total expenditures of state governments 
come to more than that of the federal government.

• • 


The U. S. treasury is spending a little less this year than 


last, and taking in less in taxes—but going a little deeper 
into debt. 
State governments and the nation's largest cities, on the 


other hand, seem out to beat last year's record for spending 
taxing and piling up of debt. 


The role of all forms of government as customers and 


payroll dispensers increases in stature as the public's appe- 
tite STOWS for highways, schools and services of all kinds.

The Department of'Commerce notes that federal, state 


and local governments raked in record revenues of 106 bil- 
lion dollars in the last fiscal year. They spent nine per cent 
more than the previous year, or a record 111 billion dollars 
—and pushed their debt up four per cent to a new record 
high of 300 billion. 


The ^utlook this year is for the U. S. treasury to tax 


and spend at a slightly more moderate rate, but for state 
revenues and spending to go on rising.

The upward trend in taxing, spending and debt accumu- 


lation continues at the city level, too. The Department of 
Commerce says the nation's 481 cities with population in 
excess of 25,000 hauled in more than seven billion dollars in 
their last fiscal year, eight per cent more than the year be- 
fore. They spent still more than that, and so added I\ \ bil- 
lion more to their debt loads. 


State revenues last year totaled 14' -2 billion, about three- 


fourths of it from taxes. The federal government granted 
them 2U billion for such things as highways, education and 
public welfare.

Highway spending is the fastest growing item on most 


state budgets, coming to about 3Vs billion dollars last year, 
a jump of 34 per cent since 1950. 


State expenditures for education account for about 30 


per cent of their total spending, or around 4! » billion dollars. 
Local school districts still carry most of the load. These 
school expenditures seem sure to increase as the states tend 
to take over more of the local load.

Perhaps the writer has happened to 
see more people who have or have 
had Bell's palsy than is usually 
the case or possibly this disorder 
is actually becoming more fre- 
quent. 


It should be said first that there 


ere 12 nerves which come directly 
out of the brain. These nerves are 
numbered from one to 12 and also 
have their own names. It is the 
seventh or facial nerve which af- 
fects some of the skin and muscles 
of the face which is affected in 
Bell's palsy. 


The most striking feature of 


Bell's palsy is a paralysis of the 
muscles of one side of the face 
which produces a drooping or sag- 
ging of the lip and an inability to 
cinse one eye As a result, the two 
sides of the fact do not look alike 
even when at rest. 


The difference is more conspicu- 


ous when motions like wrinkling 
the forehead, smiling and laughing 
are attempted. Also, it may be dif- 
ficult to close the mouth and sali- 
va or food may dnp out of one 
comer. 


Bell's palsy frequently comes on

The disorder may be the result

It may follow the ex- 
traction of a tooth, al though why 
this should happen is not well un- 
derstood. 
Infections 
of various 


sorts, especially those in the upper 
part of the nose or throat, frequent- 
ly precede the onset of this type of 
nerve paralysis. Certain diseases 
such as mumps, shingles, scarlet 
fever or influenza are additional 
possibilities as are many other con- 
ditions, both rare and common. In 
many oases, however, no definite 
cause can be discovered. 


In those varieties, which follow 


an infection, time is perhaps the 
only treatment needed. In other 
cases some special operation or 
treatment is indicated. The appli- 
cation of heat around the ear area 
may be helpful. 


If the paralysis is slight and if 


there is nothing to make it seem 
undesirable, 
electric 
treatments 


may help. Active movements of the 
face in front of a mirror are usual- 
ly recommended. On the whole. 
Bell's palsy may be considered an 
uncomfortable 
condition 
which 


often lasts for months but which 
usually clears up entirely.

Butt was 
personal aide to both Presidents 
Roosevelt and Taft. He wrote that 
Taft further said he "put no re- 
liance at all on this promise" and

Her maiden name is politically

"In that period unemployment 


has fallen from 3,100,000 to 2,700,- 
000." 


Dropped I-ast Year 


Unemployment dropped last year 


from September to October, but 
by a smaller percentage. The fig- 
ures quoted by Eisenhower indica- 
ted a fall of nearly 13 per cent 
this year. The comparable figure 
for last year was under 7 per cent. 


Then the President announced 


that Secretary of Labor Mitchell, 
in a nationwide telecast tonight, 
will "give to the public all of the 
facts we have on this employment 
and unemployment situation." 


Eisenhower's speech was mainly

The Census Bureau has taken a 


farm inventory every five years 
since 1920. Between 1850 and 1920, 
the inventory came every 10 years. 


The bureau urges farmers to co- 


operate with census takers this 
jear—to keep records up to date, 
complete and accurate.

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Ohio State Ousts Oklahoma as Top Team 


Sooners Fall 
To Second 
In AP Poll 


UCLA Still Third; 
Wisconsin Drops 
To Ninth Place 


By The Associated Press 
Ohio State's Buckeyes, a 


collection of football players 
with roses in their eyes and 
mayhem in their hearts, have 
replaced Oklahoma as the No. 
1 college team in the opinion 
of the nation's sports writers 
and broadcasters. 


They earned the honor - crushing 


Wisconsin 31-14 last Saturday while 
Oklahoma was' sliding listlessly 
through a 21-0 decision over Kan- 
sas State. Oklahoma had been on 
top of the Associated Press poll 
for three weeks. 


Oklahoma collected 10 more first- 


place votes than Ohio State—74-64— 
tut the Bucks edged ahead on the 
second ballots, of which 69 went to 
Ohio State and only 49 to the 
Sooners. 


Arkansas Fourth 


The final count, on the usual 10- 


9-8, 
etc., basis, gave Ohio State 


1,858 points and Oklahoma 1,834. 
UCLA, with 45 firsts, was right 
behind with 1,800 points, and the 
surprising Arkansas team fourth 
with 1,351. 


Ohio State was fourth last week, 


while W i s c o n s i n was second 
to Oklahoma. 


UCLA, which walloped Oregon 


State 61-0, polled a much higher 
vote than it did a week ago in 
retaining third place. 


Arkansas, a "team of destiny" 


which came from nowhere to take 
the Southwest Conference lead and 
then knocked Mississippi from the 
ranks of the u n b e a t e n, jumped 
from seventh to fourth. Army rose 
from ninth to fifth and West Vir 
ginia from 10th to seventh.

Ford, stylish New York Yankees 
southpaw, has only three American 
seasons under his belt, but he 
boasts the top lifetime pitching per- 
centage in the major leagues to- 
day. 


Ford has won 43 and lost 15 


for a .741 percentage. In 1950, his 
freshman season, he had a 9-1 rec- 
ord and then was drafted into the 
Army. 


The 25-year-old hurley returned 


to the Yanks in 1953 and picked 
up where he left off with an 18-6 
won-lost mark. He posted a 16-! 
record in 1954. 


Jumped League 


Sal (The Barber) Maglie of the 


New York Giants has the highest 
percentage among the active Na- 
tional League pitchers, .699; ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 
Associated Press. The crafty right- 
hander has won 86 and dropped 37 
in six complete seasons with the 
Giants. 


Maglie had a 5-4 slaie in 1945. 


his first full season with the Giants 
He jumped to the Mexican league 
the following year and wasn't elig- 
ible to play in the majors for four 
seasons. 


The 37-year-old curve ball artist 


rejoined the Giants in 1950 and 
won 18 while losing but four. He 
followed that up with 23-6 in '51 
and 18-8 in '52. Maglie tapered off 
in 1953 with an 8-9 mark, but he 
legained his touch in 1954 with 14 
victories against six losses.

PHILADELPHIA UP)—The 


long-drawn-out drama of the 
Philadelphia Athletics and 
their future Tuesday was in 
rehearsal for the latest act to 
come—a meeting of Ameri- 
can league owners at Chicago 
Thursday. 


At 
that 
meeting, 
called 
by 


League President Will Harridge. 
the club owners will be asked to 
approve or reject the sale of the 
Philadelphia franchise to an eight- 
man syndicate. But that won't ring 
down the curtain. 


The following day the syndicate 


members are scheduled to meet 
with Roy Mack, his brother Earle 
and their father Connie to ex- 
change nearly four million dollars 
for all but a one-ninth share of 
the A's stock. 


There is every reason, to believe 


the stock-cash transfer will all but 
end the play. 


Anybody's Guess 


However, the A's tragi-comedy 


has been extended so many times 
beyond the expected final curtain 
that it's anybody's guess whether 
there will be further postpone- 
ments, delays or what have you. 


Here's how matters now stand: 
Monday, the eight members of 


the syndicate put in a hectic after- 
noon in a meeting which was sup- 
posed to complete the deal as per 
a clause in the preliminary pur- 
chase agreement. 


The syndicate members said they 


didn't want to hand over their 
money to the Macks until the 
league had put the stamp of ap- 
proval on them and their offer for 
the franchise. 


Roy Hedged 


When the delay in league ap- 


proval became known, the syndi- 
cate began efforts to have Roy 
agree to an extension. Earle and 
Connie Sr. had agreed to the ex- 
tension previously. But Roy hedg- 
ed. 


Roy Mack had come back to 


Philadelphia and announced he had 
made no agreement to sell out to 
Chicagoan Arnold Johnson and 
merely wanted to talk the offer 
over with his brother and father. 
The following Sunday the local syn- 
dicate stepped into the picture pub- 
licly with the news they had a 
signed '•informal" agreement with 


i the Macks to buy the A's. 


Turn in Paper 


Johnson came to Philadelphia to 


pull the fat out of the fire, but 
arrived too late. He went west 
again and announced he was plan- 
ning to sue the syndicate and Roy 
Mack to recover losses he said he 
sustained in connection with his 
negotiations. 


Harridge further complicated the 


situation by stating he wanted a 
"signed, 
sealed 
and 
delivered 


agreement" in hand before he 
would ask the club owners to con- 
sider the syndicate offer. Monday, 
at long last, Alfred Luongo. Earle 
Mack's attorneyNput the paper on 
the league president's desk. Har- 
ridget said he would call an owners 
meeting. 


The Philadelphia syndicate's of- 


fer provides for the payment of 
S604.000 to Connie Mack Sr. for his 
326 shares of A's stock. Earle 
would get $450.000 for his 126 
shares. Roy would retain the one- 
ninth interest in the club and re- 
ceive 'an additional $200.000 cash.

This was the first time McCarthy
